'By An Expert • 


The charm to some places IB that 


the changes to them come slowly, and 
this Is the atmosphere that envelopes 
Charleston, S. 0., a town of quaint 
old streets, tmisty churches, lovely^old 
trees, auJ hand-wrought Iron doors and 
gates that first opened to admit sub- 
jects of a British Icing. 


One leaves all this behind and rides 


out over 12 miles of the roughest of 
country roads under trees decorated 
with long ghostlike strands of Span- 
ish moss to enter a church whoso doors 
swing open but once a year. It Is St. 
Andrew's church, In St. Andrew's par- 
ish, and It opens once annually because 
this was the condition stipulated in 
•ihe original crown grant. St. Andrew's 
fhurch wns built In 1702. For a century 
or mure it wns the regular Suiulny 
ncetliig plHce of rich and aristocratic 
Southerners who lived* on adjoining 
plantations, and It Is not difficult on a 
warm spring iluy to stand under the 
moss-hung trees near the church and 
vlsuullze the past. The men and wom- 
en dressod In gay silks and satins for 
church-going In those days, and they 
rodo to service In grand style with a 
pair of hiuulsome horses drawing a 
commodious 
carriage, . with a negro 


slave on the box, and the negroci rid- 
ing or walking behind. 


St. Andrew's I» noL-the only church 


that Is opened but once a year. Goose 
Creek church, some ten miles away, 
and built In 1700, was also bull/under 
a crown grant with the sume provision. 
With the growth of the city, known 
then as "Charleston by the Sea," and 
with better roads, the attendance at 
the small parish churches diminished. 
When the last of these plantations wns 
reduced In grandeur and wealth by 
the Civil war, 
and the slaves wero 


scattered nil over the globe, those In 
whom was embodied Ihe spirit of tho 
past had gone to their fathers. 


A love of tradition, n reverence for 


the past that makes Charleston charm- 
Ing, sees to it that the order of tho 


• royal grunt Is obeyed, and n rusly key 
Is turned In n rusty lock once a year; 
in St. Andrew's on Easter Sunday, and 
In Goose Creek the Sundny after. And 
Charleston fills up its gasoline tanks 
on these days and rides out; lind those 
who haven't automobiles' or other per- 
sonal mwins of conveyance, go out by

modeled and Made Into Typical 


American Drug Storft. 


The conversion of the "House''of 


Tiles" In the City of Mexico Into a typ- 
ical American drug store marks the 
passing fit one of the most palatial and 
unique structures erer erected In thut 
city of Interesting 
buildings. 
Many 


persons In the United Slates remember 
Ihe house as Hie "Jockey club." tho 
most exclusive nnd aristocratic plnco 
of Its kind In the republic, but for tha 
past few years It has stood on a prom- 
inent downtown corner, a bleak, de- 
crepit structure, 
whose 
sliluy and 


gaudy -exterior 'of tile gave evidence 
of Its former glory. Soon It will open 
for business as a drug store. 


The date when the building's foun- 


dations were laid Is lost In obscurity, 
but It Is thought that It mis started 
about 1590. Later It came Into the 
possession of Don Ixjuls de Itlvero, a 
man pf vailed career,' who was re- 
sponsible for Its exterior coat of files. 
These latter are or blue, yellow oud 
white, .Moorish- In design, and were 
made by artisans brought from Taln- 
vera, Spain, by Ihe Dominican friars 
In the sixteenth century. They were 
modeled In a special ceramic factory 
at I'ucbia, about 75 miles distant, and 
the completion of this decoration was 
the occasion for a public celebration. 


The family of Don Luis de Itlvero, 


who later became the count of Ori- 
zaba, remained In possession of tho 
house until the time, of the Ill-fated 


, Emperor Maximilian. 
Us last occu- 


pant was a sister of the then Count 
de Orizaba, upon whom- the emperor 
conferred 
the title of mnrcpjosa de 


Ctrla. 


Later the structure was "token over 


by the Jockey club and converted In- 
to a sumptuous club house. 
Stories 


of fabulous sums won and lost at Its 
gaming tables persist to this day. 
Stirring revolutionary times caused 
Its 
abandonment, 
and 
for _ several 


years the building was vacant until 
the present lessees secured It for a 
period of twenty years. 


Indicative perhaps of an Intention 


by the government to_ restore It Inter 
Is the fact thnt before renovation 
started photographs were taken of all 
Interesting portions of the building, In- 
cluding the huge carved door. 


Freakish Costumes. 


In the reign of Henry VHI of Eng- 


land the sleeve was generally a sepa- 
rate article of dress, and in Stubbes' 
time sleeves hung down to the skirts, 
"trayllng on the ground and cast over 
the shoulders like a cow's tayle." 
VIollet-lc-Duc gave cuffs which hung 
down 14 Inches longer than the hand., 
thus proving that the wearer never 
worked. Tn the time of Jnmes I some- 
times three pairs of gloves were worn, 
one over another. A curious custom 
arose about 1701 of Imt-wcnring within 
doors. The Padnuug young women put 
metal collars around their necks when 
they were young children till they 
numbered between 20 and 30 nnd the 
necks of the wearers were stretched 
out in the most grotesque nnd uncom- 
fortable fashion. African belles wear 
great copper rings on their limbs, 
which get so hot in the sun that nn 
attendant has to carry water with 
which occasionally to cool them down.

Messina still lingers vague In the puU- 
llc mind.-nnd I'clec. by reason of its 
comparatively close proximity, can be 
recalled, although one must ordinarily 
consult books of reference to dclcr- 
mine whclher the loss of life was 30,- 
000 or SOO.OOO. 
The Krakatoa erup- 


tion, willed look place In 1SS3 on I he 
Stindn sea lint far from the Knlut ex- 
plosion, has hc-en sljidled for years by 
scientists, but the fact that 30.000 per- 
sons were killed Is nn Inconsequential 
detail. The Krakaton explosion Is not 
remembered because It caused 30,000 
deaths, but because It occasioned some 
nuzzling ntmosphfjrlc phenomena. Sou- 
frlcre, n neighbor of Mount Pelee, has 
a long record of disaster, In which 
the mortality figures are usually over- 
looked. 
The fact Hint the explosion 


was heard In South America, while It 
w as not heard at distances of 20 miles, 
Is considered of much more Impor- 
tance. 
Soufrlere, It niny be recalled, 


wns In erupllon nt the same time as 
.Mount Pelee. but on this occasion It 
killed less than 1,600 persons. 
Per- 


haps for this reason It Is never men- 
tioned. 


Before the volcano man stands help- 


less, and he recognizes this fact by his 
Indifference. 
He buries his dead and 


goes about his business. 
As in the 


case of Ihe Mcssln.i disaster, he only 
waits for the ground' to cool, when he 
goes to work Imperturbably raising Ms 
crops on the dangerous mountainside. 
In the meantime he tries to gratify his 
taste for Information by studying vol- 
canoes, hut without any hope of being 
able to protect bliiiself.

TO DAIRYMEN THROUGH IMPROPER COOLING '. 


In Tlme« of Cold Weather Prepare for Hot Weather— Harvesting Ice In a 


Northern State. 


(Prepared by lh« United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


Each yenr dairymen Jose thousands 


of dollars from returned sour milk, 
poor butter, nnd low-quality cheese. 
These losses are largely duo to Im- 
proper coolln.7 of nsllk and cream on 
the farm, according to dairy special- 
ists. For good results milk and cream 
should be cooled to GO degrees or lower 
nnd held there; nnd us Ui'.q usually can 
best be done by the use of Ice, dairy- 
men should take advantage of any 
near-by lake or stream to obtain" a 
supply of Ice for next year. 


lc« Costa Little. 


The Ice harvesllng season fortunate- 


ly comes at a time when there is the 
itnst work on the farm for men and 
teams, nnd consequently the iictual 
money cost is usually hot very great. 


The luantity of Ice needed depends 


upon the locuilon of the farm—whether 
In the North or In the South, the num- 
ber of cows milked, anil the method of 
handling (lie product. In the norlbern 
states It has been found that, with a 
moderately good ice house, one-half of 
a ton of. Ice per cow Is sufllcleot to 
cool cream and hold It nt a low tempur- 
ature for delivery two or three times a 
week. One nnd one-half or two tons 
per cow should be provided where milk 
Is to be cooled. 


Capacity of lc« Houses. 


~A cubic foot of Ice weighs about 57 
pounds,-so In storing ice It is custom- 
ary to allow from -10 to 60 cubic feet 
per ton for the mass of Ice. At least 
12 Inches must be left between the Ice 
and the wall of ihe building for In- 
sulation, unless tne Ice house has per- 
manently Insulated walls nnd an un- 
usually large space for Insulation be- 
ueath and nhove the Ice. 


Where n lake, pond, or stream of 


clear water Is not available, some pre- 
liminary work In preparing the Ice 
field will he required before freezing 
weather sets In. It Is therefore advis- 
able to make all plans for the work as 
soon ns possible. 
Water for the Ice 


supply should "ba entirely free 
from 


contamlnntlbn or pollution. Ponds and 
sluggish streams usually have grass 
nnd weeds growing in them, so that the 
ice harvested Is likely to contain de- 
cayed vegetable matter, which Is al- 
ways 
objectionable. 
They should, 


therefore, -be thoroughly cleared of 
such growths before the Ice has formed. 


In some sections It Is necessary to 


Impound Ihe water for producing Ice. 
This may be done either by excavating, 
nnd diverting a stream Into tho ex- 
cavation, or by constructing 
dams 


across low areas. In localities where 
very low temperatures prevail for.sev- 
eral weeks at a.time, and tho supply 
of pure water Is limited, blocks of Ice 
may be frozen In metnl cans or In 
special fiber containers. 


Tn harvesting Ice It is desirable to 


hnve n field of suliicient size to nil tho 
!ce house nt n single rutting, ns the 
thickness nnd quality of the Ice will 


be more nearly uniform, and the neces- 
sary preparation for cutting and har- 
vesting need be made but once. In 
insny Instances, however, the Blzo of 
the pond or stream Is euch that It Is 
necessary to wait for a second crop In 
order to nil the Ice house. The aver- 
age farmer requires only a compara- 
tively small quantity of Ice, BO that 
even a small harvesting surface will 
usually prove large enough, especially 
If Ice Is' cut the second time.

U.S. BUTTER EXPORTS SMALL 


This Country Furnishes Less" Than'1 


Per Cent of Product That Fig- 


ures In Trade. 


(Prepared by the Untied States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


In spite of vast grazing lands In the 


United States this country furnishes 
less than 1 per cent of the butter that 
figures In world or International tra'de, 
according to statistics recently com- 
piled by the United States department 
of agriculture. 
However, the same 


fact, expressed in terms of the total 
number of pounds of butter exported, 
does not look so Insignificant, since 
the annual totnl .for nt least one year 
In each of the last sli decades has 
approached 30,000,000 pounds. There 
has been marked fluctuation In this 
country's 
exports; of 
butter, 
the 


amount frequently dropping to less 
than one-third o£ the total for the big 
years. The relation between domes- 
tic and foreign prices has been.the 
determining factor In these changes. 
During the last few years our exports, 
small as they are relatively, have been 
joins to 70 different countries, col- 
onies, and dependencies.

H lacking in interesting historic asso- 
ciations. Carried safely through tho 
intense struggle of Brandywinc, at 
Trenton, and at Yorktown, it now 
rests in the Stato House at Provi- 
dence, mute witness to the heroism of 
tho'so who bore it to final victory. 


Unfortunately an acucrato descrip- 


tion of the design of the first Flag, 
of Rhode Island has not been familiar 
to writers of history. Too commonly 
this flag has been confused with early 
Hhodo Island Stato flags, that feature 
tho anchor of Hope, with tho thir- 
teen stars In a circle rather than In a 
field. 
In consequence of this confu- 


sion the first Flag of Rhodo Island 
has been almost completely ignored by 
those who havo sought the answer tu 
tho question "Who put tho Stars In tlio 
Star Spangled Banner?" or as James 
Whiteomb Riley mote it: 
"Old Glory, tho story we're wanting 


to hear, 


Is what tho plain facts of your chris- 


tening wcro?" ' 


Tho pretty story that Betsey Ross 


fashion'ed the first American flag from 
'a design approved by George Wash- 
ington no longer is accepted as au- 
thentic. There Is no serious doubt 
that the thirteen stripes, alternately 
red and white; wcro taken from the 


live in suppressing tho slave trade on 
tho Guinea Coast. 
He adusted the 


Canadian fisheries dispute in 1852. 


He helped greatly in removing duel- 


ling, grogging and (logging from tho 
navy. 
In 1847 he commanded the 


largest gquadi on which up to that 
time had ever been assembled under 
tho Slam and Stripes. It was the first 
American fleet governed without a 
lash, flogging having been abolished 
by Secretory Graham. 
H was that 


fleet which decided the day at Vcra 
Cruz and started General Scott on his 
victorious way to the City of Mexico. 


The triumph of Perry upon which 


his fame chiefly rests was the opening 
of Japan to the world, one of tho most 
Important events In our history. The 
story of Perry's voyage to Japan has 
all tho glamuur of tho stories of tho 
Orient, and is fascinating beyond tho 
Imagination of the most fertile nov- 
elist 
Armed with a letter from tho 


President of tho United States to His 
Imperial Majesty, tho Emperor of 
Japan, saluted as a "Great and Good 
Friend," Commodore Perry made a 
thorough study of Japan and 4ho Jan- 
anoso character before starting on his 
epcch making voyage. 


He carried as presents specimens of 


tho products of Iho farm and factory 
which he thought by their novelty and 
usefulness would Interest tho people 
of Japan. A minlnturu locomotive, 
with tracks and rail* to be laid down, 
one mile of telegraph lino with Morse 
instruments, 
photo-cnmerils, ' print- 


ing presses,' puzzles anil toys, somo of 
the newest things in America, were In 
the cargo. 


Tho story of his wlsdcm, his pa- 


tience, his consummate diplomacy, go- 
ing Into weeks nnd months and years, 
Iho employment of cveiy art that 
statesmanship nnd strategy could in- 
vent, Is as thrilling today as when it 
was first told. Ho had gone to Japan 
with a friendly key to open the door 
for the furtherance of trade, tho pro- 
tection of life, and to obtain n treaty 
with a power destined to occupy a 
large placo in tho world.

that would appeal to thoso he would 
win as friends. Perry's success marked 
him' as a diplomat of tho first water.
